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Moscow Swarms V With Healthy People

Storr-Best recently returned to Lon- 
don from an extended trip to Russia) 


By DR. STORR-BEST 
(By Universal Service) 

LONDON, Oct. 17.—Moscow swarms 
with people. Before the war it was 
comfortably full; during the war 
there was an influx cf a million re- 
fugees, and now that it has become 
the center of government, and the 
number of officials has been vast- 
ly increased, it is difficult to house 
the population. This has been done 
by rationing all the habitable space, 
and is the work of House Commit- 
tees responsible to the State 

Ivery house jis divided into little 
flats and is managed by a House 
Committee—the chairman of which 
is nearly aiways a well-tested Com. 
munist. This committee admits or 
dismisses the tenant and fixes his 
rent—but not arbitrarily, for the 
number of square sajens (a sajen, 
seven feet) to which a proletarian— 
clerk, teacher, musician, engineer, 
ete.—is entitled depends partly upon 
the number of his family and parily 
on his salary, which latter, again, 
depends upon his class of labor. 

To take a concrete instance: A 
musician, whom I know, has one 
little room, for which -he pays $2.50 
au month (4 roubles), taxes and a 
small sum for lighting, and his sal- 
ary is $25 a month, This is a typ- 
ical case. ° 


Quarreis Over Meals 

The cooking is generally done in 
a kitchen common to a_ group of 
flats—which is sometimes inconven- 
ient; a woman of great refinement 
and culture once complained ‘o me 
that sometimes, when her dish of 
meat was cooked ahd on the kitchen 
table, another tenant—‘a very coarse 
and dirty man’—-would “sit almost 
on both,” refusing to budge, as it 
was his table as well as hers. Bach- 
elors and spinsters, each having a 
single room, may live in moderate 
comfort, but families fare badly. 1 
know one family, father, mother ana 
three daughters--who live together 
in one room (22 feet by 10 feet), 
which they have divided by wooden 
partitions into two bedrooms and a 
tiny recess where they dine at a 
table 3 feet square. 

Elaborate Spy System 

But lack of space is not the only 
hardship to ‘be endured; there are 
two others which greatly embitter 
life in Moscow. One is the elabor- 
ate system of spying—and the House 
Committee is efficient in this work; 


the other lies in the fact that, 
whereas three months ago you 
might keep for yourself any few 
{sapens by which the area of your 
room—or rooms—exceeded the legal 
allowance, now you may be required 
under a recent enactment to take 
into your home some utterly im- 
possible “him” imposed on you by 


the House Committee.

LONDON, Oct. 28—Tom = Shaw, 
Minister of Labor, in the labor cobi- 
net, made an interesting revelation 
of his attitude to strikes that’ in- 
convenience the public in an introd- 
uction to a pamphlet on “Labor and 
Industrial Peace," issued by the La- 
bor Party.
